The cotton plant is growing and taking on 
fruit as fast as powible, bat if we have a few 
weeks of very wet weather from this time 
there will be great complaints of gram, eater- 
pillars, and shedding of squares, and young 
bolis; if so, this may affect the price. We 
know many persons laugh at the idea of 
there being any signs by which the weather 
can be foretoid for even a few days sabead, 
but “old probabilities” is fast dissipating this 
idea. The weather may be dry ali this 
month, but if there is truth in indications, 
we shall have a wet month for the balance of 
July. 

The telegrams from Liverpool last week 
were so badly mixed that they caused us to 
make some errors in our circular, but we now 
have our own private dispatches from Liver- 
pool, and give the figures as they actually 
stand. Stock of American is 339,000 bales; 
estimated stock was 324,000; increase 5,000 
bales. Stock of Brazil is 191,000; estimated 
stock was 194,000; decrease 3,000 bales. 
Stock of Egypt is 79,000; estimated 75,000 ; 
increase 4,000 bales. Stock of East India is 
368,000; estimated 345,000; increase 22,000 
bales. Stock of West India, etc., is 34,000; 
estimated 32,000; increase 2,000. This makes 
an increase of Liverpool stock 31,000 bales. 
The stock at Liverpool for the last seven 
times it has been counted has resulted as fol- 
lows: Totai stock reduced 25,000 bales. 
American increased 12,000 bales; total 
reduced 40,000; American 30,000; total re- 
62,000; American 70,000; total 

24.000; American 37,000; Wwia 

135,000 ; American 122,000; total 
increased 84,000; American 5%,000; total 
increased 31,000; American 5,000. In 
our last circular the figures made 
us say the Manchester spinners required 33,- 
YOO bales American per week for 1872, that 
was the amount of their takings, but as they 
increased their stocks at the mills 240,000 
bales, the actual requirement was 23,000 
bales per weck, and as some new mills have 
een added since, and are all running full 
time, they are actually consuming 33,000 
bales per week now. Manchester spinners 
have bought, in the last six weeks, only 22,- 
000 bales of American per week; 80 they 
reduced their stock of this 
wort 66,000 bales, and as they have 
taken 69,000 bales less of all sorts 
for the past three weeks, and 31,000 
found to be over, upon count, of stock at 
Liverpool, which must be deducted from 
their stock, we find the stock at Manchester 
is only 96,000 bales, compared with 196,000

This fall was occasioned by 
the large stock reported at Liverpool last 
weck, cansing eome weak holders to lose Con- 
jidewce, and the fear that the very fine ap- 
pearance of the growing crop just now 
would cause spinners to hold off. We think 
lll these things have been fully discounted, 
and now as spot have fallen two cents, and 
August contract three and a half centa, and 
our own spinners must have run off a large 
quantity of their surplus stocks, we do not 
expect to see the price go any lower, and if 
there is reputed injury to the growing crop 
from any cause, we-may have higher prices 
before thirty days. One cause of a larger 
consumption of raw cotton this year is, that 
wool has nearly doubled in price the past 
year and therefore larger amounts of cotton 
have been mixed with wool than heretofore 
[he same cause will also increase the sale of 
cotton goods al] over the world, especially 
among the poorer cla-ses. 

We do not think the time has come yet to 
acll short for the winter months.
